The slab produced by Mr. Walkem in 
the HoiiBa'«a>beipg a piece of one of the 
piles diiven fot'.'ihe Eaquimiilt Cofferdam 
is doiibtleiis .the' Bsme speoimen that have 
been persistently exhibited as such at tlio 
Standard office, notwithstanding tlio fuct 
that more than'one competent person has 
assured aud demonstrated to the editor of 
that journal that it did not belong to any 
of the Cofiferdam pik'S, bat waa simply a 
pieoe from a drift-log, hundteda of which 
have been cut up for firo-wood on tho spot 
occupied by the Cofferdam timber. Some 
of tliehon. members to whom this speci 
men was shown will have recognized its 
nature at a touch. Of course, as the Hon. 
Obief Oommisaioner justly observed in 
the House, amongat any large boom of 
logs some may ho found unfit for uso; and 
this is. without doubt, the oaso iimong.st 
the large pile of timber at Esquimalt. 
'Several Iokb have beua condemned aa un- 
fit for use by the resident engineer, and a 
larger number by the contractors. The 
interest of the contractors ia to use no 
timber that caunot bo thorougUly relied 
on, as they are roBpiiusible for the nireiigth 
and stability of the diim; besides, it must 
bo patent to any experienced person tuat 
. ahoQld a pile become injured in driving 
the coat of drawing it would he very 
greatly in excess of the vulne of the tim- 
ber itself. Of the excoUeiico of tbe tim- 
ber used in tbo dam snflieiout proof is 
given in the fact that of about 120 of the 
piles now driven only one has had to be 
replaced during the driving, aud notwith- 
Btandiog the exceptionally bard nature oi 
* the clay bottom, which has sometimes 
rendered twenty blows necessary from a 
220U-pound humuier to drive tbo idle 
down ono foot, the heads of the pilea liavo 
stood tbe pounding required to drive 
them sometimes aa much as fourtten feet 
into the clay in such an exceptional man- 
ner that only in about one case in every 
thirty the heads have to be sawn off. It is 
an outrage tlint tbo free access given at all 
times to the works by Mr. Dawson should 
be taken advantage of by persons who 
,:. 8neak about gathering spurious specimens 
' and making false reports. Of Mr. Daw- 
son's courtesy and readiness in supplying 
every inloriuation fray one who has visit- 
ed the works will bear testimony, and it 
would be well that tbo^e who desire to 
know the truth as regards the manner in 
which the OoiTerdam works are being 
carried out should visit the spot and jndge 
for themselves. 

THE " GLOBE" ON THE FACIKO 
BAILWAY EOTTTE. 

The Toronto Olobe of the 25th ultimo 
has a long article on tbo various railway 
routes to the Pacific. After reviewing 
the advantuges possessed by each, it says: 
" Such, then, are the general icsults of 
the exhaustive surveys made for the pur- 
pose of enabling.tbe QoTernment of the 
iJomimon finally to looate this great na- 
^onal enterprise. Having regard to the 
various considerations upon which tlie 
decision must he made, it can hardly be 
doubted that the Fraser River route, hav- 
ing its ultimate terminus at Burrard Inlet 
and its temporary terminus at Yale, will 
be the one presenting the strongest claims 
to adoption. With the knowledge that 
no pains have been spared to ouuble hiui 
to come to a right conclusion, tbe country 
■■■■will be prepared, we beiieve, to support 
Hr. Mucken'isie in taking a bold line of 
policy with regard to tUis great woi k. By 
commoDuing at the point indicated aud 
working eastward tie would be gruupliug 
at once witb the most difficult portion ol 
the wbole route and tbis, whilo pres-eut 
ing Britit-h Columbia with probably SOU 
miles of laud and wuter cooimnnication 
with the tea at Burraid Inlet, would at once 
satisfy tbat Proviuce, and prove nny fears 
of Canada receding from her ta>k to be 
groundless. TUe advantages to Vaneou- 
ver Island would be 80 direct aud impor- 
tant tbat any disappointment at the selec- 
tion of a mainland terminus would soon 
beoveroome. 

' "But Willie tbe claims of British Colum 
bia aud tue interests of the Doininiou call 
for Oiiriy action on tbe Pacifio Coa-t, it is 
not less neoe^sury tbut tijo North-«esi 
territories and Munitoba should receive 
tht imp tua to tbeir rettlemeut and colon- 
ization which a railway only can afford. 
Iheu again the queation.of route is still a 
pariialiy open one. • ' * The great 
national intsresis involved iu building a 
railway to the Pacific might justify further 
inquirieh as ti. tboadviintapea of this route. 
It might possibly prove to bo on the wh(de 
the best highway, both as regards advan- 
tages of settlement aud cost of conati uc- 
tion, while it certainly would not add 
materially, perhaps not iitall.to iho length 
of tlie line. An exploi it( ry survey bus 
been mudo of the Pine lUvor Pass during 
the past season, and we boliovo it is now 
asoenained beyond all doubt that a route 
can be obtained across the Rocky Mouii- 
taiuM at this point ut u mticU lowoi «.l

Death of a Leper. 

Tho Hawaiian papers announce tho death 
of William Rngsdale, Governor of Molo- 
kai, the islaud to which all persons aiHiot- 
ed with leprosy are banished by the 
authorities of the Sandwich Islands, Mr. 
Rag-idalo was a Hawaiian by birth, his 
mother being a native of the kingdom, 
and bis fnlher uu Aiiioricuu. He was a 
lawyi^r by proitssiou, iiiul had uriaou to 
eiiiinencu at the bar. Tho manner iu 
which be first discovered that he had the 
lepro-y, as lela cd by himself, ia both 
novel and interesting. Oue ni«ht he was 
studying up a law case in wVich he was 
deeply interested, wlieii tho chimney of 
his lump fell ofl'. Although it waa heated 
to a burning degree, he took it up in h»8 
hand aud reijlaced it without ezperieno- 
ing any sensation. This excited his sur- 
prise, aud ho repeatedly took it off and 
put it on wiihout feeling pain. The con- 
viction at onee llaslied ujioii him that he 
was iiflliftod wiib the lupro.^y. He at once 
reported himself to tho authorities, and 
be was baui-hed to tho leper island of 
which bo was made Governor. This island 
con'ains about 800 lepers, and all oommu- 
iiicatiou with the outside world h forbid- 
den, l.ioddes these there are 75 persons 
residing there who are not lepers. These 
have v(duniarily exiled theajselvoa in ol- 
der to bo with their lovers, relatives and 
friends. Among the>e latter was a beauti- 
ful Hawaiian widow who fell madly in 
love with Ragsdalo and married him. It 
is luarvdously .strange that although eat- 
ing and sleeping with the idllicted, thoy 
ilo not themselves catch this terrible 
disease,

Requiem Mass. 

Probably tho l^rgost cmigregatioii ever 
assembled witbia the walls of St. Amirow'a 
Cathedral, attended thoBaorod edifice yea 
terday morning to participate iu and wit- 
ness the celebration of Bequiem Maus for 
tlia deceased Pope, Pius iX. Amongat 
those present w^ero many Protestants, and 
lung buforc the hour ajiijoiiited for tho 
oommenoemout of the soiciuu oeremouy 
every available seat was oeoupiod, whilst 
many of. tbo congregation, unable to obtain 
sitting room, stood in tlio app"oachoH to 
the aisles. The w.i!ls and wimiows of tho 
building wore heavily drapcil, and from 
theoeiliiag, fesioons, symbolic of jrriof and 
mourning, wure Kusiieiuleil. liinuincrablo 
candled illuminatoi.i tho iilt ird and Hnuct 
uary, immediately iu front of which re 
pcjed the calafalrj; lit) of tho deceased 
Pontiff. Mass was celebrated by Father 
Bondeault, assisted by Fathers Leroy and 
Donekelo; Fathers Yonckau, Lemmens 
and Nicolnije performing tho duties of 
Cantors, and Maaters T. Bunies, C. 
McNeil', J. Tiuiiii'v ami J. Farron acting 
as altir boys. 'ih'.; .service was chanted 
partly by tho FatluMs iu the annctuury 
and partly by the choir iu the gallery, 
Miss Kelly presiding at the organ witii 
her usual care and good tasle. The im- 
pressive celobr.ition, which occupied up- 
wards of an hour, wa.s followed by an 
eloquent and fervout sermon delivered by 
Father Kirloy. Tho rovoreud gontleinun 
took for bia text the 7tli and Sth verses of 
the 4tb chapter of St. Paul's 2d Epistle 
to Timothy: " I have fought a good tight, 
I have finished my course, I have kept 
the Faith: heucuforlh there is laul up for 
me, a crown of rit,'htyuusuo-s which tho 
Lord, tho righteous .ludge, sluill give 
me at that day." In the lir-t portion of 
his sermon. Father Kirloy carefully re- 
viewed tho life of the great Pontiflf, trac- 
ing it from his natal day to his studies 
Tvith the Fathers at Voltaro, whore he was 
most wonderfully cured of a sudileu and 
dangerous illnes-s; thence to his resideuce 
in Borne and his ordination in tiie yi ar 
1818. Subsequently, the reverend g. n 
tlemansketcbed thetlevotional ciiaiaeter of 
the early days of the Pope's ministry, which 
■were occupied iu teaching the inmates of 
an nsyUiiu for dostitnto children, this 
noble work being followed by his uppoiiit- 
mect as delegate aposiolic to Chili, 
whither he went in oompuuy with Arch- 
bishop Mnnzi to arrange ecclesiastical 
matters. Returning, after a sucoesaf ul 
mission, to Itome, he was created Canon 
and subsequently proclaimed Archbishop 
of Bpoletto, and'after a wise and zealous 
administration of this important See, tbo 
vote of the conclave, much to his own 
' astonishment, placed him iu the Chair of 
St. Peter (1846). The reverend gentle- 
man then reviewed the temporal govern- 
ment of his Holine.-s, alluding to the am 
nesty proclaimed to political |iriRi<ii(.'rs, 
reforms brougiU ivbout in Slate atl'airs 
:and tho Pope's . xile to Clac-t.i. 'I'ht^ nature 
of his jurisdiction in occlosiastic.U uiiuirs 
■was then diluted ou with Bomo fervor, 
prominent amongst the features spoken 
of being the definition of the dogma of 
immaculate conception, the promulgation 
of the syllabus coudcinniijg the errors of 
the age "and tho convocation uf the Vati- 
can Oouucil, After further sketching the 
pnblio career of tho Pope. Father Kirloy 
aommouted on tho extended period of his 
days in the Pontitical chair, the sanctity 
of his life, his zeal m reposing tho dis- 
quieting spirit of tho time, his niiignami- 
nity and sincerity iu many trials and vi- 
cissitudes, his great heart afllicted by the 
evils contemporary with his rcign. fuially 
remarking that tho unbounded syniijaihy 
for suffering nations had placed a huio of 
glory around tho head of Pius IX which 
had mrely if ever been equalled iu bril- 
liancy by that which cluraetorized his 
prcdeccssorH, At the ccmeluMon of tho 
Bcrmon, which was listei.o I '.o ino^t utteu- 
tivily by all preseut, the rcvoreiui Fathers 
approached the catafalque and perfo' iaod 
the absouU, thus terminating one of tho 
mosi iniposiug religious ceremonies wit- 
nessed iu t his city. ^

City Council. 

Wednesday, Fob. 13. 

The Council met at 7.30 p.m. All pre- 
sent except Councillor Turner. 

After rotitine. His "Worship the Mayor 
drew tlio uttontiou of the Council to the 
fact that during tho week a letter had 
been addressed to tbe City Clerk by some 
inemborBof th*e Council, ordering him to 
discharge a mau etnployoJ at the dam. In 
tho face of a resolution this letter was 
moat irregular; it was not right that any 
ono in the Council should bo allowed to 
interfere with the Water Commissioner 
without lii'st consulting theOounoil, us he 
is responsible to them, and if anything 
goes wrong ho geta all tho blame. He 
believed that he (tho Mayor) was the res 
ponsiblo person in the Council, and if 
any ono had to be discharged, he under 
stood tho matter should be referred to 
him. Had ho ueou olected Mayor by the 
Council he would at once resign, but as 
he had been elected by the vote of liiH 
fellow-citizens he was determined that 
the matters of the Council should bo con- 
ducted in u proper manner. ,Tho pro- 
ceeding had been most irregular, and 
therefore no notice had been taken of the 
letter, and the mau was still in the em- 
ploy of the Corpoi'atiou. 

Couu. Dalby stated that no insult had 
beeu intended; but, as one of those who 
signed that paper he would slate that tho 
Water Commissioner was not olected by 
the people, but tho Councillors were, and 
as fluch were obliged to see that money 
was not improperly disbursed. They had 
therefore entered their protest against 
this man's employment. 

Conn. IJedferu said Couu. Dalby had 
evidently not underiitood the words ho 
made uso of, for if a protest had been en 
tered it would have been brought before 
the Council itself. InstCLid of this four 
Councillors had taken u[)ou themselves to 
order a man to be discharged oven in the 
face of tho resolution on the books. Bo- 
sides which all orders to officials are sup- 
posed to como from tho Mayor, and as 
they had taken this upon tluiuisehes they 
had offered an insult to tho Maycir. 

Conn. Sliakespenro said no tlisrespfcL 
hud over beeu intended, but they found 
that the money was being ruthlessly 
squandered, and therefore they thought 
right to order the man'b discharge. They 
had inteiuled to speak to all the Couti- 
cillora, but were not e.ble to see tliein all 

CouBcillor Williamij said he considered 
that paying this r-ian was literally throw- 
ing money away, i.s the work ho was do- 
ing could be done by the watchman 
there, and tho majority of the Council 
had thought it right to put a stop to it. 
He did not think it right that the junior 
member for Juries Bay should emleavor 
to teach old Councillors their duty. 

Coun. Jlarvin said ho considered tho 
whole of tho present proceedings inegu- 
lar. Tho matter bhoflid have beeu 
bronght tip when the Ounncil went into 
Committee on the Water Commissioner's 
report. He had signed the order, but 
his reasons ho would not give until that 
report was considered.

YoKouAMA, Jan. 14. — The annual re-

paper currency will be issued. Re- 
troueliiuent is counselled in all the 
Qovornment offices. Tho estimated 
rovouuo for tho current fiscal year is a 
little over ?51,000,000. Tbe estimated 
expenditure the same amount — a de- 
crease of $12,000,000. The decrease 
of the revenue is owing to the re- 
duction of land taxes and the abolition 
ol uumoioua stamp duties. The na- 
tional liabilities are about ?3o0 000 - 
000, of which $13,000,000 ia foreign 
debt. Of tho balance, $219,000,000 
are bonds given in exchange for pen- 
sions to nobles and gentry, whioh 
pensions where formerly interminable, 
wlioroaa those bonds expire within 
thirty years; the remainder is paper 
money, circulating, or presently to be 
circulated. The Finance Minister re- 
ceives universal congratulation for bis 
success in providing for a difficult year. 

There is an extraordinary rumor 
from ChiiT'i that Mori, the Japanese 
Minister, formerly Charge d' Affaires 
in Washington, has been assassinated 
by a mob. 

Two new foreign weeklies have been 
ostablibhed this year, both English — 
ono in Yokohama, "Topan Times" the 
other iu Nagasaki, "Kin Sin Times." 
Japan has eleven foreign journals — 
uiiio English one American and one 
French.
